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. The act entitled "An Act levying a tax of six pence 
on the poles and rateable estate of the Inhabitants of ae 
State and for the redemption of the paper currency and supply- 
ing the Treasury" is not printed as a part of the Sessions 
Laws of Vermont for the Session of October 1781. Neither 
does it appear in Slade's State Papers. 

The session of October 1781 was held at Charlestown, 
New Hampshire, which town, with a number of other New Hampshire 
towns, had at that time been annexed to the State of Vermont. The 
history of the act appears in the original journal (unprinted) 
of the session, now in the office of the Secretary of State 
at Montpelier, Vermont. 

On October 18, 1781, a committee that had been ap- 
pointed to consider the paper currency reported in part, by 
Elisha Payne (a New Hampshire man, who was later at this session 
elected Deputy Governor of Vermont). 

"That a tax of one shilling upon the pound, exclusive 
of any tax heretofore laid, be imrediately assessed upon the 
polis and rateable estates and collected by the first day of 
December next. 

"That the bills ox credit of this state yet on hand 
and those which shall be paid into the Treasury, be destroyed 
excepting a sufficiency to defray the services of the present 
session". 

The legislature cheweupod "Ordered tint a committee of 
three be appointed to prepare a bill agreeable to said Report - 


the members chosen, Mr. Jacob, Mr. Phelps and Mr. Curtiss". 


On October 23, 1781, this committee reported that so

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of the paper. currency of the state. The Journal then saysi 
"An Act entitled 'An Act levying a tax of six pence

The 
text does not-appear in the Journal, and its omission. from
